_ cases, $15 each; purses, pocket 
|' books, shopping and hand bags, $4 
each; portable lighting fixtures, in- 
cluding lamps of all kinds, and 
shades, $10 each; fans, $1 each, and 
house or smoking coats or jackets 
and bath or lounging robes $3. each. 
These taxes also would become ef- 
fective upon enactment of the bill. 

With the removal of the express 
and oil pipe line taxes, the commit- 
tee eliminated all of the transporta- 
ition taxes. No change was made, 
‘however, in the levies on telegraph, 
telephone, cable and radio messages, 
this section of the old law remain- 
ing in force. 
Replaces Laxury Levies. 

The manufacturers’ tax of 5 per 
cent on carpets and other articles 
is to replace the,so-called luxury 
levies now in force, including those 
on wearing apparel, but the plan 
now is to continue these taxes, col- 
lected and paid to the Government 
by the retailers, until next Jan. Il, 
despite the fact that the manufac- 
turers’ tax would become effective 
upon enactment of the bill. 

The licenses tax on vendors of 
soft drinks is a new levy, exclusive 
of the manufacturers’ tax on syrups 
used in fountains and on unferment- 
ed beverages, carbonated waters or 
beverages or other soft drinks ,sold 
in containers.

On this card will 
be kept a record of all the crimes — 
committed in the city classified on 
each policeman’s card accordjng to 
the beat he walks. 


Proof of Efficiency. 
“If by looking at a card we see 
that, for inetance, six burglaries and 


a couple of highway robberies have 


occured on the beat of one particular 
policeman we can vell in a minute 
that that particular policeman is not 
fit to walk that beat and maybe not 
any beat,” said Miller in outlining 
the plan. “On the other hand sup- 
pose we see a card where two bur- 
glaries have been committed on a 
policeman’s beat and the card alan 
shows two or more burglars arrested 
on that same beat or by that police- 
map we know we have a valuabl+ 
asset. That's the kind of a man that 
would make good material for pro- 
motion.

Latest Award of Navy Cross Be- 
stowed for Killing Osiris Joseph, 
Notorious Bandit Leader Who 
Terrorized Unprotected Villages

QUANTICO, Va., Aug. 13. 

T the home of the far-flung “Devil Dogs,” 
Second Lieutenant Herman H. Hanneken 
of 820 Allen avenue, St. Louis, assured- 
ly one of the “fightinest” of the lot, was per- 
suaded today to tell the story of the remarkable 
exploit for which he has just been awarded the 
Navy Cross for valor. 


Being decorated wag no new experience to 
HManneken of the Marines. He already had in 
his trunk four medals won during his two years’ 
service in the troublous black republic of Haiti. 
One, the Congressional Medal of Honor—the 
highest award for heroism in the gift of the 
American Government—was bestowed for brav- 
ery and resourcefdlness in ridding the country 
of the supreme bandit chieftain, Charlemagne Per- 
alte, and three were given for that and other ex- 
ploits by the President of Haiti, on the recom- 
mendation of the commanding officer of the Hai- 
tian constabulary. 


The fifth decoration, the Navy Cross, which 
corresponds to the Distinguished Service Cross of 
the army, was awarded him for the killing ot 
Osiris Joseph, another notorious bandit leader, 
five months after the death.of Peralte.

Osiris Wary of His Followers. 


After his success in the Charlemagne affair, 
which resulted not only in the death of the lead- 
but in the dis- 
persal of 1200 of his followers, Lieut. Hanneken 
was sent up north to the region where Osiris was 
operating. Osiris, one of the principal subchief- 


tains of Charlemagne, had been for a long time : 


a source of terror to those inhabitants of his 
section who were not in league with him. He had 
several hundred men under his command. To 


avoid detection, however, he kept with him only 
a bodyguard of about 15 of the hardiest and most 


‘loyal of his followers, The rest were scattered 
about in the mountains and came together under 
their chieftain only when he had a raid of some 

magnitude in preparation. It was the habit of his 
| band, as opportunity offered, to swoop down on 
hemawecsced villages and gather up all the loose 
property in sight.. Women would. often be torn 


| from their homes and carried up into the moun- 


| tains. 
Osiris’ wariness in keeping apart from the main 
body of his followers, except when conducting a 


raid, made him a hard bandit to catch. He was 


aided, moreover, by natives In the villages, who 
kept him informed of the movements of the con- 
stabulary. 

Hanneken, with 150 soldiers of the constabu- 
an organization of natives officered by ma- 
rines, was sent to get Osiris. 

It took him three months. 


Puts a Spy Among Osiris’ Bandits. 


The first thing he did was to put a spy among 
the -bandits. A Haitian that Hanneken knew 
to be a “brave hombre” was serving a sentence 
of five years for desertion from the constabulary. 
Hanneken went to this man and told him he 


| would get the remaining four years of his sen- 


tence remitted if he would “escape” from fail, 
join Osiris’ outfit and bring back reports on the 
bandits’ hiding places in the mountains. The 
Haitian readily fell in with the plan. Hanneken 
then arranged with his commanding officers for 
the fake “escape” of the Haitian. The scheme 
was fully carried out. 

The Haitian “fled” to Osiris’ camp, told the 
bandits that his experience in jail had given 
him an undying hatred and begged to be received 
as a recruit. He was joyfully welcomed. Later 
Osiris actually made him his secretary. 

Living up to his bargain, the Haitian kept the 
young American officer posted regarding the de- 
vious movements of the band. The enterprise 
was conducted with the utmost secrecy. Hanne- 
ken did not even confide in the men under him, 
fearing that a chance-betraying word would be 
picked up by some native and carried to Osiris. 
The precaution came near resulting disastrously

Official Citations of 
Lieut. Hanneken for His 


Extraordinary Heroism 


IEUT. HANNEKEN’S extraordinary 
| Ao in killing two bandit chiefs 

in Haiti is tersely described by the 
Navy Department in its citations. 

The text of the citation of Hannekcn 
for the Congressional Medal of Honor— 
the highest award by the Government— 
dated June 10, 1920, follows: 

‘For extraordinary herotam and 
conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity 
in actual conflict with the enemy near 
Grande Riviera, Republic of Haiti, on 
the night of Oct, 31 to Nov. 1, 1919, 
resulting in the death of Charlemagne 
Peralte, the supreme bandit of the Re- 
public of Haiti, and the killing and 
capture and dispersal of about 1200 
of his outlaw followers, 

‘‘Second Lieutenant Hanneken not 
only distinguished himaelf by his ex- 
cellent judgment and leadership, but 
unhesitatingly exposed himecif to 
great personal danger, and the alight- 
est error would have forfeited not only 
his life, but the lives of the detachment 
of gendarmerie under his command 
The successful termination of hia mia- 
sion will undoubtedly prove of untold 
value to the Republic of Haiti." 

The tert of the citation of Hanneken 
for the Navy Cross, officially attached to 
the record last week, follows: 

“The Navy Cross is awarded to 
Licut. Hanneken for extraordinary her- 
oism displayed on the night of March 
31, 1920, by advancing into the camp 
of Osiris Joseph, a notorious bandit 
leader. With admirable disregard of 
danger, Lieut. Hanneken, leading a 
small detail, advanced to within about 
15 fect of Osiris Joseph, who was sur- 
rounded by his followers, and shot and 
killed him, thereby ridding the country 
of a bandit who had long terrorized 
Northern Haiti. In addition to the 
courage displayed, the resourcefulness 
shown and the careful planning neces- 
sary to accomplish his mission are 
worthy of the highest praise." 


‘for the Haitian on one occasion, when he was 


shot by one of Hanneken’'s men in an attack on a 
group of bandits. The wound proved to be not 
serious and the Haitian quickly recovered under 
the treatment that the Lieutenant arranged he 
should receive. 


Hanneken’s Own Story of Exploit. ‘| 


The story from this point is best told in the 
words of Hanneken. It came out in response to 
many questions. 

“We were at La Trou, in Northern Haiti, where 
Osiris Joseph was in command of the bandits,” 
Hanneken began. “Charlemagne Peralte, who had 
been supreme over them all, had been killed in 
the southern part of the country in November, 
1919. 

“We had been going out night after night to 
look for Osiris, but hadn't any luck. One day, ® 
was the last of March, 1920, soon after the man 
I had planted among the bandits recovered from 
his wound, he came to me and said he had learned 
that Osiris, with his bodyguard, was about to 
make camp at a certain place in the mountains. 


Five Months Before, Aided by An- 
other St. Louisan, He Slew Charle- 
magne Peralte, Supreme Bandit 
Chieftain, and Won Congressional 
Medal of Honor, the Highest 
Award. 


“So we went out to get him. I took two men 
with me. One was the brave fellow who had 
given me the information and the other was an- 
other native that I knew I could trust. We 
were not in uniform, but were dressed in rough 
clothes to look as nearly like bandits as we could. 
I had smeared my own face with lamp black. 

“You see,” said the Lieutenant, pointing to 
his face, “I have high cheek bones. I could 
make up as a pretty fair Haitian. .It was a great 
help, too, to be able to speak their dialect. 

“We went into the woods, which are thick in 
that section, and some time after midnight we 
saw the glare of a fire among the trees. 

“It was at the place where my informant had 
said Osiris would be on that night. We dropped 
down and began to crawl. It was slow work. We 
had no idea how many bandits might be scat- 
tered about, or whether they had put out patrols. 
We wormed our way along on our stomachs, 
pushing the brambles out of our way in front of 
us, so as not to make any noises. 

The undergrowth there was very dense. 

“I carried two pistols with eight shots in each 
and some extra ammunition. They were auto- 
matics of .45 caliber. My companions had their 
carbines, each good for five shots.

I knew him from the descrip- 
tion my informant had given. They hadn't the 
least suspicion of our presence till suddenly we 
leaped up from the ground in their midst. Osiris 
sprang to his feet. He had his rifle, but never 
had a chance to use it. I made for him and 
at 15 feet let him have it with my revolver. 

“No,” smiled Hanneken,.in reply to a question, 
“I had just one gun in*hand. These is nothing 
to this two-gun stuff you read about. 

“I fired three times and Osiris dropped. My 
companions cut loose at the others with their 
carbines. They were so taken by surprise that we 
had the go on them. Some of them returned our 
fire, but none of us was hit. In a minute the 
bandits turned tail and ran into the brush. We 
dropped to awa a possible counter attack, but 
none came. The loss of their leader had evidently 


demoralized the gang. 

“Osiris died in about five minutes after he was 
shot. He never spoke. He was shot once in the 
head and twice in the body. Later we found 
another dead bandit in the brush near by. 

“Osiris looked to be about 40 years old. He was 
a man just under six feet tall and weighing about 
170 pounds. His copper-colored face had a domi- 
neering look, but there were no insignia on him to 
mark him out as a chieftain, except that he 
wore clothes of a somewhat better quality than 
his followers. He had a rifle with 230 rounds of 
ammunition and one of those murderous-looking, 
broad-bladed swords, about three feet long, that 
the Haitians call machetes. As we wormed along 
through the woods toward the camp fire we 
thought more of the possibility of getting struck 
with a machete in the hands of a patrol than of 


being hit by a bullet.

F STATISTICS could be compiled on indigestion 
and dyspepsia, “the great American maladies, ° 
it probably would be found that more cases are 
caused by mental state and a bad posture than 
by eating improperly. Many persons taXe treat- 
ment for physical ills, which are only an effect, 
when they should be readjusting their minds, 
which are the cause. 

This is cne of the statements in 
George F. Butler of Winnetka, lil, in which, to show 
how the mind controls the health.of the body, he de- 
scribes a system of mating mental and physical con- 
ditions work in harmony: 

This system of what is generally Known as suZ- 
gestive therapeutics does: not deal with “faith cures.” 
The erection cf faith alone as an all-sufficfent cura- 
tive agency, he states, is almost certain to induce a 
disorder dangerous to the patient, annoying to others 
and “never by any chance eventuating in good.” 

tut he calls attention to the fact that the mind 
has been largely disregarded by formal medicine as 
a primary cause in many disorders not produced by 
contagion. “Auto intoxication” is now recognized, he 
shows and the fact that a person can be self poisoned 
by imperfect or ignorant mentai functioning ought also 
to be acknowledged. 

To explain his point further, he notes that in Egypt, 
7000 vears ago, the priests were the physicians and 
that the power of mind over matter was recognized, but 
mind, as such, was confusedly blended with spirit and 
the patient approached from the wrong side. He adds 
that modern physicians, whether consciously or un- 
eonsciously, have te impress a patient to the extent 
of inspiring confidence in their ability to cure. If 


a book by Dr. 


they do not bring that impression into a sick room. 
they have left their best power outside, Dr. Butler 
States. 


He has taken the old axiom of a sound mind in a 
scund body to illustrate how a healthy mind can cre- 
ate that same wholesome body. He divides the mind 
into the conscious, the superconscious and the subcon- 
scious. Put, to avoid the lengthy explanation he gives, 
his attitude can best be explained by saving that the 
conscious mind effects definite action of the body, 
done bv design, while an uncenscious mind controls 
its functions while we are asleep or while the con- 
scions mind is not occupied with such functions. Breath- 
ing. for instance, which we would say was done auto- 
matically, is controlled by this unconscious mind. 

To explain his idea further, his theory hinges on the 
belief that if we train the conscious mind to perform 
acts in 4 normal manner, as nature intended, that the 
unconscious mind will automatically continue those 
functions, eliminating the conditions which produce 
ailments and disease 

To condense his ideas of the proper mental state, 
it might be said that he advises the reader to keep his 
temper and keep well. 

For a practical illustration, he takes the question 
cf overeating. The person who cares for mere sensual 
enjcyment revels in the taste of his food and so long 
as taste is pleased continues to glut himself. The 
intellectual man, whose thoughts interest him and fur- 
nish food of another sort, cares less about the mere 
taste of food and the sensual enjoyment to be derived 
from it. Throughout history, he. says, the fact has 
recurred with singular regularity that big eaters have 
cared little for truth while really wise and spiritual 
men have given small attention to the kinds of food 
they have put into their mouths. He admits some have 


gone too far in this indifference, lite Carlyle, who ate 
too little and of the wrong kind of food because of er- 
rcneous beliefs beld on the subject. But now that 


real information on the subject can be had, he shows 
how the sound mind will so discriminate as to prevent 
the body suffering from any abuse of the eating func- 
tion 

Under the heading of exercise, he dra‘vs anorner il- 
lustration to show the effect of the mind on the body. 
He shows there are two kinds of muscular tissues, the 
voluntary and the involuntary. The voluntary muscies, 
ecntrolled by conscious thought, operate while the 
brain is active. The involuntary, governed through the 
S\inpathetic nervons system and the solar plexus, en- 
ables sleep to be obtained while the brain and its sys- 
tem of nerves are resting and while the heart, lungs, 
liver, kidnevs and blood vessels go on fun‘ tioning. 

Sleep recuperates because the conscious mind is ovt 
of the way for a time and the superconscious mind 
ean go ahead "ninterruptedly with its work. The 
Ssuperconcious works better when not obstructed by 
ebnormal states of the conscious Hence, intense ex. 
citement or nervousness can affect the working of 
the organs which, we would Say, work automatically. 
The superconscious control is influenced by the un- 
natural condition of the conscious mind 

In the same chapter he shows that if we only learn 
to work rightly-—-even to do so simple a thing as to 
carry ourselves correctly —by exercising the conscious 
mind and the voluntary muscles in that direction, we 
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Dr. George F. Butler, in a book showing 
how the mind can cure many of the 
ailments from which we suffer today, 
shows the effect of ordinary emo- 
tions on the human system and lays 
down rules for making mind and»

“any engine, whether made up of muscles and tis- 
sues or of iron and steel, will produce larger and bet- 
ter results when conducted skillfully than when pre- 
sided over ignerantly.

The voluntary muscles are those through which the 
conscious mind works in all our conscious actions, 
such as chewing, speaking or walking, he shows, and 
he gives a reason why many fail in exercises taken up 
for their health. The muscles do not tire at some light, 
beneficial exercise, but the cerebro-spinal system, hi 
untrained, does. The brain commences to lose interest 
hecause there is nothing exciting about the exercise and 
stops trving to carry out the work conscientiously.

by a Psychiatrist 


ROPER clothing is a point about 

there is much misconception which pro- 

mctes instead of preventing colds. Light, 

loose clothing in winter is more comfort- 
able and more hygienic than the heavy, impervi- 
ous material generally regarded as desirable and 
nec@ssary to the onsiaught of cold 
weather. The skin cannot breathe while wrapped 
closely in thick, impervious flannels and still 
thic! «rand more impervicus cuter garments, and 
it must breathe in order to be healthy and resist 
colds and other disorders 

Too much o-cupation of overheated rooms pre- 
disposes to colds as well as to the other so-called 
“house diseases,”’ for in such quarters there will 
be insufficient ventilation and consequently too 
little oxygen. so that the bodilv resistance is 
dangerously lowered. Moreover, bacteria thrive 
in such rooms, and pcisons are exhaled bv the 
bodies and breath of the occupants, to be taken 
into the lungs In place of fresh air. 

The more vou can remain outdoors where the 
air is comparatively fresh all the time, the less 
likely vou will be to take cold. Sailors are well 
“nown toc be practically exempt from this afflic- 
tion, and for a lone time it was believed that 
the immunity was due to some beneficial quality 
of the sea air: but now it is known that it arises 
largely from the fact that these seamen, by re- 
naining constantly exposed to the wind. become 
hardened to it, so that more than ordinarily 
heavy and chilly blasts would be required to low- 
er their resistine power sufficiently to afford 
the kind of soil in which bacteria become lively 
and thriving. 

As for other invitations to a cold to come and 
occupy your svatem, they are numerous, ranging 
from the towel that vou dry vour face and hands 
on at a hotel to the pattine of a strange child's 
head or the kissing of a friend good-by.

The “king of birds” is perishing by thousands in Alaska since 
legislature decreed a bounty for each one slain—Audubon 
organization wants impartial investigation of accusations 
that the eagle destroys many spawning salmon, also large 
numbers of fawns, ducks, geese and other birds—Charge 
of killing song birds and full-grown deer termed ridiculous 


HE next time you are at Forest Park, 
iook at the three bald eagles in their 
special quarters near the big bird cage 
It may be your iast chance to see one 
alive. considering the rate at which they 
are being exterminated. 
The American eagle has screamed 
Victoriously in patriotic verse for more than a hundred 
years... Almost since the United States won their in- 
dependence, his pinicns have beat in the oratorical 
flights of speakers at Fourth of July celebrations. 
The popular emblem of no country is more firmly 
established in its place than this proud bird 

But in Alaska they are killing him off. The slay- 
ing is not casual, either, not the work of hunters who 
lack the genuine sporting instinct and who kill any 
kind of beast or bird just for the sake of killing. The 
Territory of Aiaska, through a law enacted by its 
Lezisiature, pays a bounty of 00 cents for each eagle 
killed 

So the slaughter ‘goes on steadily and systematic- 
ally. The bounty is not a large one, but the recula- 
tions under which payment is made tend to stimulate 
the hunters to energetic efforts Thev must take the 
slain eagle's feet to some official of the Territory and 
vay a fee for an affidavit to accompany the feet, be- 
fore the bounty can be collected. 

In a sparsely settled country like Alaska the hunt- 
er often has a long trip before him, to find a terri- 
torial official. if he would collect enough bounties 
to make the trip worth while after meeting the ex- 
pense of the fee and of the trip itself, he must first 
kill a considerable number of eagles. 

The law was enacted four years azo, and the latest 
available report shows that already bounties have 
been paid on more than 158,000 eagles in Alaska. 


A representative of the Nation- 
al Association of Audubon Socie- 
ties at Nome declares that this fig- 
ure, large as it seems, does not 
tell the whole story of the slaugh- 
ter. For men who shoot only one 
or two eagles at a time, or who get 
even more of the birds at a very 
icng distance from where the 
bounty is paid, never report their 
killings. Furthermore, it is de- 
clared, many hundreds of eagles 
undoubted|\ are wounded bv hunt- 
ers but escape, only to die tater in 
the wilderness 

Persistent efforts by the Audu- 
bon organization for the repeal of 
the bounty law have failed, so far, 
but are being cortinued. 

Why was the 50-cent bounty 
ever put “upon every eagle with- 
in the Territery of Alaska,” to 
quote the veryv words of the law?” 
And why do the territorial law- 
inakers refuse to discontinue it? 

The reason given for the enact- 
inent of this law was the belief 
that the depredations of eagles 
were seriously affecting the sal- 
mon supply through the destruc- 
tion of fish which were spawning 
in small streams, and. that they 
also xilled a great manv fawns 
and large numbers of young ducks, 
geese and birds of forest and shore 
wenerally. This is given as the 
basis for the Legislature's 
action, and for its unwil- 
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lingness to rescind the law.

A correspondent at Juneau writes that, so 
far as he has been able to ascertain, no spe- 
cific information or statistics were presented to 
the Legislature, brt that it accepted as a basis 
for action the statements of observers. setting 
forth their beliefs as to the depredations of 
eagles. 


Pearson feels satisfied that some. at least, of 
the crimes with which the eagle has been 
charged in Alaska, stich as killing “song birds 
and full-grown deer,” are ridiculous and never 
have been proven. He maintains that the 
eagle should have its day in court, the same as 
any other suspect, and urges that the killing 
be stopped ‘intil Federal authorities who study 
the feeding habits of birds can make a careful] 
investigation and report their findings. 

“The good Lord certainly made enongh fish 
s0 that the emblem of our national independ- 
ence might have one occasionally,” declared 
Pearson recently at New York. Says the last 
annual report of the association: 

“The Legislature that passed this law is not 
controlled by wild Indians and ignorant Eski- 
mos, but by men who have migrated from the 
States and men who should know better than 
to condemn any form of wild life merely on 
rumors and the loose statements of prejudiced 
observers.” 

The eagle upon which Alaska put a 
bounty is. of ccurse, the bald eagle. It belongs 
to the order Raptores, and its scientific name 
is Haliaetus§ leucocephalus. It is resident 
throughout North America, from Mexico to the 
northern limit of tree growth. 

The first time that one sees a bald eagle fn 
its native haunts is a real event. The bald 
eagle is so large, 80 majestic and flies with an 
evidence of such enormous strength, that one 
feels convinced that here is the King of Birds. 

Despite the name, it is erroneous to regard 
the bald eagle as a bald-headed bird. for the

Fesides, he is a rank cow 
ard: the little kingbird, not bigger than a sparrow, at 
tacks him boldly and drives him from the district.” 

The attitude of the Audubon organization is that, 
despite the unlovable part of the bald eagle's chat 
acter, it yet remains one of our most interesting 
birds, and that the extermination of its race .

Some information about insect enemies 
in the United States is given below: 


By Robert H. Moulton. 


N DISCOVERING America, Columbus 
not only opened up a vast new home 
for man, but for insect pests of culti- 
vated crops and domestic animals as 
well. Fully 19 of these foreigners have 
made their way to American shores. 


They have multiplied so that today their 
destruction of orchard, garden and field crops is esti- 
mated at approximately $500.000,000 a year. The havoc 
would be much more were it not for the quarantines 
and control work conducted by the Government through 
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future, experts arise right now to ask: 
why not spend some of the money to 
annihilate foreign foes already on our 
ail and doing untold damage month after month? 

The article which follows will start most readers to 
thinking. In compact form, it gives an account of 
present, living, active enemies in the United States, al- 
ready spreading destruction to the tune of hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually. Every State in the 
Union suffers from their ravages. 

“Shall we neglect these actual enemies, In our con- 
cern about theoretical ones” ask some proponents 
of disarmament and world-wide peace. 

These present “enemies are the various insect pests 
of orchard, garden, field and meadow. And al! of them 
are foreign invaders 

The destruction wrought by them within the bor- 
ders of the United States is estimated at $500,000, 000 a 
year. It would be much larger, but for such preventive 
work as it done by Government bureaus with limited 
appropriations 

Recently the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine printed a description of the six

Of all the insect pests and 
diseases which attack cultivated crops and cut into 
the profits of the American” farmers severely, rela- 
tively few of the more important ones are native to 
the United States. Like 
many other baneful 
things, insect pests 
and diseases have fol- 
lowed the course of 
civilization. They are 
carried in many ways 
from one country to 
another, and it is the 
work of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to 
guard the United 
States against their 
entry and to prevent 
their spread once they 
make their appearance 
here 


While many of the 
pests have come from 


European countries, 
Asia has contributed 
its share. Prominent 


among these for its 
destructive activities 
is the San Jose scale, 
which came to the 
United States 40 or 59 
years ago from China 
It became widespread 
throughout the United 
early 
‘90s, and at present 


there is practically 
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cially in small orchards and household 
plantings where spraying is not common- 
ly practiced. This insect alone undoubt- 
ediv has cost the United States during 
its presence here upward of $100,000,000. 

The San Jose, or Chinese, scale infests 
practicaily a!l portions of its plant hosts 
that are above ground—the trunk, limbs 
and branches, and when abundant may 
occur on the leaves and fruit. Injury re- 
sults from the extraction, by the scale 
insects, of the juices of the plant. At 
first this merely checks the growth, but 
as the insects increase in number, the 
speedy killing of the branches and twigs 
follows, resulting finally in the death of 
the plants. This insect is about the size of a pinhead, 
the insect proper being beneath the so-cailed scale, 
which is merely a waxy covering secreted by the soft, 
helpless insect for its own protection. 

It is distributed from one region to another principal- 
ly on nursery stock, scions, or budding and grafting 
material, but once established in a locality it spreads 
by Various agencies such as birds, grasshoppers, beetles, 
ants, or by the young being blown by strong winds 
from tree to tree 

But the San Jose scale is not the only alien bug that 
has come here to take up ita destructive work. Among 
undesirables from Japan have been two or three peach 
destroyers. Europe has contributed a corn-borer, and 
from Mexico has come the notorious boll weevil. The 
Oriental peach moth, which gained entry a few years 
ago with imported Oriental cherry trees from Japan, 
has just begun ita spread and depredation. It affects 
practically all deciduous fruits, and bids fair to be as 
destructive as the well known coddling moth, the cause 
of wormy apples. This insect injures both the twigs 
and fruit of trees, instances being known where it has 
injured 90 per cent of the twigs in a single orchard. 

The Japanese beetle, brought in about the same time 
as the peach moth, has already gained such a foot- 
hold that, in view of ite habits and prolonged flicht. 
its extermination is probably impossible and the beetle 
may ultimately overspread the United States. It at- 
tacks not only practically al) fruits, but also many gar- 
den vegetables and corn. 

Since its first appearance in the United States this 
beetle has multiplied afd spread at an astounding rate 
In the middle of August, 1916, when it was discovered, 
only about a dozen beetles could be collected, although 
search was made in the center of the infestation, while 
at the present time 15,000 to 20,000 beetles can be col-

Bald eagies catch many of the larger water birds, 
especially wounded ducks. On the lakes and sounds 
where much hunting is carried on in winter, large 
numbers of crippled wild fowl are left behind when 
the flocks migrate northward in spring. These fall 
an easy prey to the eagies frequenting such regions. 
Still worse, from a sentimental standpoint, bald 
eagles have been seen feeding on the carcasses of 
dead animals, such as horses, occasionally even in the 
company of vultures. And sometimes they will eat 
dead fish that fishermen leave on the beach. 

Indeed, it ia probable that bald eagles llke fish bet- 
ter than any other fcod, for they seem always to be 
more abundant where the fish supply is large. Be- 
sides utilizine dead fish, they are able to swoop down 
and capture live ones, although they do not have as 
much skill at this kind of work as some of the fishing 
birds. such as the ospres 

But the eagle does not hesitate to take the osprey’s 
prize away from the smaller bird. An osprey carrying 
a fish cannot possibly outfly a healthy bald eagle, al- 
though when pursued it always does its best to escape.

In mountainous regions or along rocky seacoasts 
the bald eagles sometimes build their nests on cliffs, 
but more often their aeries are found in tall trees 
Usually the nests are placed well back in the swamps, 
or along unfrequented stretches of shore line or coast 
line. Thev are ordinariiy near water. If the birds 
are not killed, the same aerie is often occupied for 
many years in succession, and is repaired each season 
by the addition of a new laver of sticks, twigs, pine 
needies and sometimes of moss. 

The new laver varies from two to four inches _in 
thickness. and. as the season goes on, there is added 
to this an accumulation of bones from the fishes, birds 
and animals brought to feed the young Thus year 
by vear the nest grows, and some of them become im- 
mense. One measured in Nerth Carolina was more 
than seven feet in thickness from top to bottom
